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A PET CALL TO ARMS 


Daybreak Battle Near 


Buluwayo. 


BRITISH ATTACK THE MATABELES 


The Latter Believed to Be Flushed 


With Victory-Coii.ltct- 


iug Reports. 
/ 
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OAFS TOWN, April 24.—Telegraphic 


Communication with Buluwayo was re- 
opened for a time today. The news IB 
somewhat conflicting, but the main fact 
seems well established that a British 
sortie in force encountered a large num- 
ber of Matabelea, were at one time in 
danger of annihilation and finally re- 
treated. 


The official version of tbo eortie says 


that the British force shortly after mid- 
night was quietly called to arms and 
without apparently alarming the native 
part of the town, a force of about 300 
men, under Captains Napier and Dun- 
can, with one maxim gun and with a 
Hotchkisa quick firing gun, mustered 
outside the barbed wire defences, were 
served with a ration of rum and saddled 
np for a slash at the enemy's lines. 
Sworde and all clattering accoutrements 
were deadened with cloth and the feet 
of the horses composing the advance 
guard were "bagged" (hoofs covered 
with strong sucking). 


Owing to the precautions it was neces- 


sary to take, there was considerable de- 
lay in getting off and the first streaks of 
gray on the homon could be seen when 
the'column arrived within striking dis- 
tance of the enemy. The latter were 
quietly camped behind their stone- 
topped earth works, about four miles 
from Buluwayo. But, contrary to ex- 
pectations, the Mataueles had thrown 
out pickets, which, although surprised 
by the advance guard, raised the alarm. 
This was no sooner done than the troop- 
ers in advance charged and shot down 
many of the fleeing natives. 


This was the sitinal for the advance of 


the main body of the troopers, and they 
galloped forward in fine etyle to the 
support of their comrades. Unluckily 
lor the plans of Captains Napier and 
Duncan, by this time it was getting 
quite light, and the Matabelea had 
eprung to arms all along the line. AB 
the British advanced they were received 
by a scattering rifle fire trom behind the 
earthworks, but the advance guard 
charged right up to the mounds and 
spurred their horses over them in sev- 
eral places. Then followed a setback 
for 
the 
troopers. 
The 
M&tabeles 


charged in force and drove the advance 
guard back, and being met by the main 
body of the Buluwayo force, fire was 
opened at about 400 yards on the Mata- 
belo position. Thin wafl kept up until 
broad daylight, when the advance waa 
ordered in view of the fact that too 
much ammunition was being wasted. 


Up to this time the loss on either aide 


had not been heavy, although the Mftta- 
beles had by far the worst of it, espe- 
cially when the maxim and Hotchkisa 
iruns were brought into play to cover the 
retreat of the advance guard. 
Just previous to tbo advance on the 


Matabele position the two rapid-fire 
nuna were again aet to work, and for 
about a quarter of im hour they were 
made to sweep the Matabele position in 
front of the British force. 


When tho right moment seemed to ar- 


rive tbo charge was ordered and there 
was a prolonged period of sharp Bant- 
ing at close quarters. Pistols, ritles, 
ehotguns, war clubs, spears and knives 
clashed prettily, the music of the rapid 
fire guns sent to the rear lor fear of their 
beinir captured, having ceased. 


Gradually the Matabelea pressed on- 


ward by sheer force of numbers, almost 
aurrounded tho British, who. to avoid 
being encircled, retreated, fighting foot 
hy foot, bvit beinc driven steadily back- 
ward. One squad, for a time, was quite 
cut off and only extricated itself by a 
brilliant charge through the Matabelea. 
Eventually the British were very hard 
pressed and gave ground fast; then 
rallied by Napier and Duncan, they 
again assumed the offensive and drove 
back tbe swarms of natives under a well 
directed fire. Then it was the turn of 
tbe Matabeles to give ground, and as

Buluwayo, in regard to the aortic, show 
that when the Matabele main body was 
first made out about four miles west of 
Buluwayo, the enemy occupied a ridge 
on top of which were the earthworks 
and stone parapets, and were prepared 
to receive the British force. Conse- 
quently a slight detour was made so as 
to bring the column slightly north of 
Buluwayo. Tbe enemy were found to 
be hovering four milea off, in well se- 
lected positions on the north bank of 
the Ummumza river. 


After fierce fighting the natives drove 


the British back and down the bank. 
Crossing the river in retreat, i\ O. 
Seloua had a narrow escape. His horse 
was killed in mid stream and be became 
entangled in \\\% stirrups. When he 
extricated himself he was half drowned 
and would havo sunk had it not been 
for Lieutenant Windloy, who swam his 
horse out into the middle of the river in 
tbe face of tbe fire of the enemy, rescued 
Selous and reached the left bank with- 
out injury. 
When tho British rallied and drove 


back the Matabelee, they were engaged 
with only a portion of the Matabele 
force and as soon as the enemy swarmed 
over tho ridge in large numbers, they 
almost surrounded tbe British and the 
latter were compelled to retreat. 
It is now said that both the Hotch- 


kiss and the maxim rapld-firu guns 
worked badly, and that they were only 
used for a comparatively short time, as 
the mechanism jammed repeatedly. 


N) correct estimate of the killed or 


wounded has yet been received, the 
only statement made on the subject 
being that of tbe official report, which 
eaya that the British loss was very 
slight, and that the Matabeles lost 
very heavily. Tho opinion is gaining 
that the British suffered a bad defeat, 
and that tbe Matabele loss was not so 
great as at first rumored.

AB modified the resolu- 
tion strikes out the direction that the 
special committee of five senators shall 
inquire whether any officer of the gov- 
ernment made any contract or agree- 
ment in connection with the bond issues 
with intent to receive commission and 
personal reward, and aleo tbe provision 
that not more than two of the senators 
on the committee of inquiry shall be 
members of the same political party. 
The resolution then went over by 
agreement.

One trooper is said to have charged 
alone close up to the Matabele works, to 
have picked up a wounded friend, 
dragged him upon his saddle and re- 
treated after emptying the magazine of 
his rifle at the enemy. Another trooper 
stood over a fallen comrade and with 
the stock of his riffe, beat off the natives 
until both he and hia friend were res- 
cued by fl charge of their comrades. 


The loan of the enemy is saw to have 


been very great. No correct estimate 
could be mado. The reports place the 
number of Matabelea killed at between 
•100 and 1000. The loss ot the British is 
not stated, but it ia believed to be more 
eevere than the commanders of 15uiu> 
•wayo are willing to admit. 


The unofficial account of the aortie 


places mattera in a somewhat differeni 
light. It saya there was a good deal o 
unnecessary delay in getting the troop 
era away from Buluwayo and that it wat 
almost daylight when they started, con 
aequently when they encountered the 
aiatabelea they found the latter fully 
prepared to receive them. There wa 
determined fighting on both sides a 
close range and the British, when al 
most surrounded, retreated fighting stub 
bornly wi! h the loss of many killed am 
wounded. 
In brief the sortie waa a failure, a de 


feat1 for the British; and what is worse 
under the circumstances, there waa ai 
expenditure of much of the small stoc 
of ammunitionremaining at Tin hi wayo 
The Matabelea are believed to be flushe 
with victory. They have driven bac 
into Bnluwayo a strong force, about ha 
the garriaon of that place, and thonj 
they Buffered severely, the loas in proa 
ige and ammunition to the British 
much more aevere.

TIMELY ABBIVAI. OF GUNBOATS 


Insurgents Equipped With Rapid

HAVANA, April 24.—Diapatchee re- 


ceived here from ManzamUo, province of 
Santiago de Cuba, give details of the 
gallant defense of Fort Sean jft by a email 
Force of Spanish troope. The fort, it 
appears, waa besieged by about 3500 in- 
eurgenta of the provinces of Puerto 
Principe and Santiago de Cuba, com- 
manded, by Rodriguez, Pabi, Capote and 
others. The attack of the insurgents 
waa carried on with vigor for (our days, 
during which the detachment of troops 
defended the place day and night, al- 
though the soldiers suffered terribly 
from lack of water. 


The insurgents had with them two 


rapid tiring guns. Ono of them be- 
longed to Pabi'a column, and tbe other 
was recently landed near Ouayaja and 
was manned by American gunners. The 
latter made excellent practice, firing 
about 215 ehota from their piece and de- 
stroying the email reeervoire ueed for 
the storage of water, riddling the bar- 
racks, beating down the store hoiiees 
and doing groat damage to the fort. 
Three times tbo insurgents Bent mess- 
ages to the fort offering to accept Bur- 
render of the garrison with honor, but 
the Spaniards refused to give up the 
fort, continued fighting with great en- 
thusiasm, und announced their inten- 
tion of accepting death rather than sur- 
render. 


News of the siege of Fort Seanja was 


carried to Man'jsauillo, and General 
Nunez with a column of troops soou 
afterwards left tbat city on board four 
small gunboats and two tug boats for 
the river.

STOCKTON, April 24.—The rainfall here' 


hae been very heavy for the past twenty- 
four hours, eighty-nine hundredtha of 
an inch having fallen in that time. In 
some sections of the county the fall was 
fully an inch within a few hours. The 
reports from the foothlHi show that a 
very heavy storm has prevailed in the 
mountains for several days and tbe 
streams are running over their banks. 
The Mokalumne and Oalaveras rivers 
are reported high tonight and tbe small 
atreams coming ont of the mountains 
aro rushing.

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A HARD LIBEL LAW. 


The deciuion of the supreme court of 


the state in Uncase cf 0. H. Oilman 
ftKainBt tho Sacramento Hcc is of interest 
to every publisher of a newspaper in 
California. It ie more than that; it is 
o! intereBt to every ctan. The utmost 
uateguard of the public ia found in a 
rightfully free and untrammeled press, 
and the existence of such a preee is en- 
dangered by the decieion. Tho circuit 
etances of the case are as follows: 


In August, 1392, a criminal action for 


rape wan broucht against GUnian, who 
was a Sacramento merchant, the com- 
plaininR witness being one Mrs. Truitt 
In connectiou with the complaint, the 
Bcc published the woman's atateinen 
to the chief ol police, aa well as th 
statement of the defendant. Gilma 
wflB held to answer by a justice of the 
peace, but afterwards a superior judge 
released him on habeas corpue proceed- 
ing. He then brought a libel auit 
againet the Bee for $50,000 damagee. 
Alter hearinp the evidence Judge Catlm 
allowed him $500 damageB. The Bee 
appealed to the supreme court; and Jus- 
tice* Henshaw, Temple and McF.ir.and, 
in department, affirmed Judee Catlm e 
decieion, deciding that the paper might 
lawfully have published the complaint 
in the case, but should not have pub- 
liehed the woman's story. Tbe com- 
plaint charged rape, and the woman iu 
her oral statement alleged nothing but 
an attempt at that crime. So, under

It could not narrate the circumstances 
pointing to tbe man'a Kuilt, or presumed 
to so point, although this might bo the 
greatest kindness that could be done to 
the defendant, ;or, if it did, it might 
have to pay dearly for tbe privilege. In 
brief, it could not safely give the news, 
no matter how important such news 
might be to the public. 


Of course a Igood newspaper would 


publish the news if it felt it should be 
published, notwithstanding the 
fact 


that it was liable to be mulcted in dam- 
ages for doing so, but not the less would 
it be an outrage that such a possibility 
lay behind the simple doing of its duty. 
And if some newspapers would not be 
deterred from doing their duty by the 
contemplation of such a law, then would 
newspapers differ from human instil j- 
tions, which they do not happen to do. 


What the supreme court says is law 


may safely be considered law, unless and 
until tbe court reverses Us decision. 
This being the case, the publishers and 
the people of California should combine 


. to secure » radical amendment of the 


present law of libel, to the end that un* 
just and unreasonable restrictions may 
be taken from the press, in wbose 
proper freedom has been, and still ie, 
one of tbe greatest safeguards of popular 
liberty.

practicable tor us, at this late day, to 
make the cbange in our way which you 
suggest. 
Though not agreeing with you m your 


estimate of financial results, we have 
been, M you are awaret quite anxious to 
take in Hadera in tbe construction of our 
line, but a proper right o! way could not 
be got and it is useless to discues that 
now. The line you now enggest onlv 
brings us a little nearer your town, it 
does not place us in a position to ad- 
van'ageouely compete for tbe business 
of tbe town, it does not take us clear of 
the Hatch land, as you suppose, and it 
involves the reconveyance by us of all 
the rifEhta of way we have obtained, a 
good deal of work and lose of time to 
get rights of way on a new line, and we 
do not think the advantages to be 
sained will warrant us in making the 
cbange. 
We wish we conld reconcile all in- 


terests and please everybody in locating 
the ro»d, but it seems to be impossible, 
and 1 can only assure you that we de- 
sire tbe friendship of your people, that 
we bave no special interest to serve,and 
are actuated only by e desire to do that 
which will benefit the whole.

"Send the goods up to the 
orner of O and Mariposa streets," said 
Voodward, "and you'll be paid there, 
am running a boarding house. I have 
orty-eoveu boarders."'

The last legislature paeeed nn act abol- 


shing miy one ol tho three euperlor 
udgeshinB of tbcs county which might 
lecome vacant by January, 1897. Tlie 
lositiou held by Judge Carter, who IB 
lorving the unezpired torin of tho late 
fudge Holmes, expireB iti January, and 
;he act of the legielftttiro Is iuteuded for 
,bia ollice. But now a qtieetion has 
>een raised ae to w lie t her the office heli 
by Judge Carter can be iiboliebcd. 


Some lawyers, among the beat in the 
tato, eay it cannot; that according to 
aw a successor to Judge Carter will 
have to bo elected this fall. It IB con* 
.ended that the act of the laflb IfiRifila- 
are abolishing tbo third judeeebip o! 
hia county conflicts with tho state con- 
titutton. 
It waa tho intention of the legislature 
hat when Judge Garter, who waa ap- 
pointed by Governor Markham to serve 
ho uuexpiretl term of Judge Holmei, 
leceaeed, should ralinquieh hie office 
next January, the time of the expiration 


f Judge Holmes' term, thia judgeahlp 
hould be abolished. The two other 
udgea had been elected, previous to the 
ct of the legislature, for terms of six 
eara. Their oJlictw could therefore not 
e abolished until the expiration of the 
lx yeare. But an tho term of the judge- 
hip held by Carter expires next Janu- 
ry it wae the one available to be first 
abolished. 


But now there appears to be some 


juestiou aa to the legality ot dta -.ontinu- 
ng this juilgeehip. The constitution 
ays Unit each county in the state shall 
iave one euperior judgo and the coun- 
iea were organised under this law. It 
also providea thut thu legislature can 
nnreaae or diminish the number of 
udges in n county. 
Tho question raised by lawyers is 
:iia: Fresno county organized with 
. no euperior judge, which ollicu waecre- 
itcd by virtue of the 
constitution. 


TudgeCarter is tlio Bucceaeor to this po- 
iition. 
Judye llolmea waa the first 


elected fuinerior jud^o. Judge Oainp- 
>e)l succeeded him, and Judge Hplniei 
ook thu ollice again at the expiration ol 
OampbeU'fl term in 18111. Judge Harris 
was appointed to thb second judgeship 
when Campbell was on tbe bench, 
["hero can be no question tlierefore but 
,hat Carter holds in direct succession 
,be judgcauip created by the conetilu- 
ion. 
Now the fiueation raised IB whether 
be legislature cnn abolish the ollice 
vhich was created by the constitution, 
t ia true that the constitution states 
hat the legislature can "increase or di- 
minish" but some lawyers hold that it 
cannot abolish an ollico created by tho 
constitution; that Judge Carter'e ie 
such a position. According to this view 
he legislature can only abolish auch 
udgeshipa aa it has itself created. 


It ia a fine point of law, and some of 


the beet lawyers in the state believe 
hat the third judgeehip of this county 
iannot bo abolished until the expiration 
>f tbe terms of JudnesRisleyanu Webb, 
whose offices were created by the legis- 
atnre. Judge Carter, when seen by a 
IKPUHUCAX reporter, stated that he 
lad not given the matter very much 
consideration. He pointed out, how* 
ever, that if tho question raised is cor- 
rect there would be no way of dimin- 
ahing the number of judges in a county 
which, when organized, required more 
,han one, and which afterwards did not 
need as many. For example, if there 
were twelve judgeshlpa in Ban Franciacc 
when the county waa organized, and If 
t aftewarda needed only six judges, 
there would he no way of decreasing 
;hat number except by amending the 
conatitution. Judge Carter thinks thai 
ihera ia some question, but he wae not 
prepared to give an opinion. 


II the third superior judgeahip ia not 


abolished, there will be an election for 
superior judge next November.
